The President's Policy and Pro 
tection—A Granger’s 
Guess es.

W ash in g to n , April 5.—In fcho Sen 
a te to-day a proposal from the Domin 
ion of CaQada for a direct and immc- 
d ia t3 interchange of parliamentary 
publications, which was transmitted 
to the Senate by the Secretary of 
State, was referred to the Committee 
on Priuting. 
Wilsou, of Iowa, then addressed the 
8enate on the President’s message. 
He quoted figures contained in tho 
last annual report of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, showing receipts and 
expenditures of the Government for 
the last, three years. He showed 
that the aggregate of receipts 
over expenditures was $178,000,000, 
or an average of $50,000,000 a year. 
The result this disclosed, he said, pre­ 
sented a limit within which Congress 
should move in the matter of reducing 
revenue, and all Senators would doubt­ 
less agree that the revenue should be 
reduced. He alluded to the great 
achievements of the lie publican parly, 
and spoke particularly of the practi­ 
cal capacity which could evolve a 
boundless credit for u government 
that was bankrupt when it took 
charge of its affairs 
lie refer­ 
red to the railroad land grant 
Íioiicy, something in which .the Republ­ 
ican party had without due consider­ 
ation followed the precedents of the 
Democratic party. The Republican 
party should be excused for not at 
once detecting the dungerous possibil­ 
ities of that Democratic land grant 
policy. It was not responsible for the 
war, but it was responsible for the 
maintenance of American institutions, 
the enforcement of the law and the 
unity of the Republic. This respon­ 
sibility it had met and dis­ 
charged faithfully nnd fully. Refer­ 
ring to the growth an t prosperity 
of the country, he contrasted the 
figures of 1860 and 1880 as to agricul­ 
ture and manufactures, and said that 
the true policy was one which would 
f»lant manufacturing establishments 
n every part of every agricultural 
State. If reduction of prices for man­ 
ufactured articles was what was 
wanted, there was no surer road to its 
realization than the one which would 
lead to the distribution vh manufac­ 
turing plants in all of the localities 
where agriculture produced cheap 
food and where forests and mines auu 
quarries supplied raw materials to be 
used. There should be an end of the 
policy which tended to central­ 
ize manufacturing plants in the 
great cities, and the policy should 
ue adopted which would distribute 
them in all parts of tho country. If, 
however, they wore to follow the 
President’s suggestion, they would 
not multiply and distribute manufac­ 
turing plauts, but they would embar­ 
rass those now in operation and re­ 
press tho tendency to invest capital in 
them. As to tho annual surplus of 
about sixty million, he asked : What 
is tho right thing to do about it? 
Could that right thing be fouud in 
any of 
the 
various schemes 
urged upon 
our 
attention by 
the President and other oppon­ 
ents of protection ? 
Was there 
anything iu those schemes that could 
produce such happy results as had 
happened in the cotton manufactur­ 
ing industries of the Southern States 
within the last seven years? The 
country was doing well under a policy 
which the President assailed. What­ 
ever of danger was now menacing the 
country came from sources other than 
those embraced in the protective 
policy. That policy had given the 
country strength ana prosperity. Pro­ 
ceeding to a discussion of the question 
of duty on sugar and molasses, the 
Senator quoted the figures to show 
that in spite of the tariff, the prices of 
the articles under consideration had 
fallen considerably for several years 
paBt and suggested the removal of tho 
duty on sugar and molasses, amount­ 
ing to about $58,000,000, as a moans 
of guarding against an annual surplus 
of $60,§00,000. He quoted some sen­ 
tences from the President’s message 
and asked whether any better response 
could be given to them than by i lac­ 
ing sugar and molasses on the free 
list.

would 4 admit 
free 
all sugar and molasses coming 
from countries which did not impose 
impost duties on those commodities 
and which reciprocated by admitting 
American products free of duty in 
their ports; and then, why not adopt 
the practical business plan which had 
worked so well in European countries, 
and provide for the paying of a rea­ 
sonable bounty to producers of sugar 
in the United States. 
criticized 
the President’s suggestion on the sub­ 
ject of wool, and said no one wjuld 
infer from them that under the 
tariff tinkering the wool product 
of 
the 
country 
had 
fallen 
off 43,000,000 pounds in three years. 
Discussing the wool and flax oues- 
tionsi as affecting farmers, Mr. Wil­ 
son said farmers should demand that 
all articles produced by them should 
lie taken from the free list, and that 
at least a moderate rate of duty 
should be imposed upon them. He 
asked 
whether 
there was no 
way of getting rid of the annual 
surplus revenue without disturbing 
onr industrial interests. He would 
moke the reduction on intoxicating 
liquors. The true interests of the peo­ 
ple demands that the revenue system 
should be so adjusted as to prevent 
the tax on intoxicating liquors from 
liecoming a fixed and necessary part 
of it. He should deeply regret the 
passage oí any bill looking to the re­ 
duction of revenue which did not 
piake a pronounced start toward tho 
ultimate elimination of the liquor tax. 
The Bond bill passed the Senate to­ 
day. Following is the text of the bill 
as passed: That Sec. 2 of the Act 
making appropriations for the sundry 
civil expenses of the Government for 
the year ending June 30, 1882, and 
for other purposes, and which is as 
follows: That the Secretary of the 
Treasury, with the funds not other­ 
wise appropriated, or so much thereof 
as he may consider proper, may pur­ 


chase for redemption United States 
bonds, provided the bonds so pur­ 
chased, or redeemed, shall constitute 
no part of the sinking fund and shall 
be cancelled, was intended to be a 
permanent provision of law, and the 
same is hereby declared to have been, 
since its enactment, in full force and 
effect and is now. Section 2. That 
whenever the circulation, or any por­ 
tion thereof of anv national bank not in 
liquidation, sliulf he surrendered by a 
deposit of United States notes in the 
treasury, or otherwise, and the same, 
or an equivalent amount, is not taken 
by national bonds within thirty days 
thereafter .the Secretary of the Ti ea »ury 
is hereby authorized and < irected to 
purchase at the market price thereof 
an equivalent amount of silver bul­ 
lion, not in excess of the minimum of 
$2.000,000 wortli per month, for coin­ 
age purposes, which shall be coined 
and used as provided for in the Act 
passed February 28, 1878, entitled “an 
Act authorizing the coinage of stan­ 
dard silver dollars, and to restore its 
legal tender character,” provided 
that nothing in this Act shall alter or 
repeal said Act of February 28, 1878. 
lhe Senate then proceeded to tlie 
consideration of a bill to provide for 
the establishment of a bureau of ani­ 
mal industry to facilitate the exporta­ 
tion of live stock and their products 
and to extirpa e contagious pleuro­ 
pneumonia and other diseases among 
domestic animals. After some dis­ 
cussion the hill was laid aside without 
action. After the executive session 
ths Senate adjourned.

Ill the I* Oil.sc. 
W ashington, April 5.— The House 
to-day 
resumed the 
fillibuster- 
ing over the Direct Tax bill that 
consumed the time from noon yester­ 
day until 2 o’clock this morning. 
Speaker Carlisle ruled to-day that he 
had no power to put an end to the 
filibustering, as there were just 
enough members opposed to tho bill 
to make motions and to prevent the 
majority from passing it. Dreary roll 
calls continued, cutting of the Com­ 
merce and Military Affairs Com­ 
mittee, which had special orders for 
to-day. 
The rest of the day was consumed 
in roll calls. Not. an incident of in­ 
terest occurred and finally the House 
took a recess until 1:45 tomorrow. 
Contrary to the general unde, standing 
of the House question of parliamen­ 
tary law raised yesterday by motion 
to excuse a member from voting on a 
proposition to take a recess, is by no 
means a now or unsettled point. 
Oa May 28, 1882, during the con­ 
sideration of a contested election 
case, Representative Hatch, of Mis­ 
souri, asked to be excused from vot­ 
ing. On motion to adjourn, Black­ 
burn moved formally that tho gentle­ 
man be excused. A point of order 
was made against tho motion by 
Calkins that it was not in order, and 
Speaker Keifer sustained the point, 
and held that a motion to be excused 
from voting on a motion to adjourn or 
take a recces could not be entertained. 
His decision was based ujxm the rul­ 
ings of Speaker Cobb of the Thir.y- 
first Congress, Boyd of the Thirty- 
third, Colfax of the Thirty-ninth and 
other authorities. 
In the interval between votes, Hatch 
of Missouri introduced a bill to con­ 
sider what can Vie done to prevent 
loss of life and limb in coupling and 
uncoupling cars used in interstate 
coinmerce, and in handling brakes of 
such cars, and in what way a growth 
of a system of heating passenger cars 
from the locomotive can be promoted. 
To that end a Commission to be ap­ 
pointed, which may make recommen­ 
dations in the premises to the various 
railroads and report its doings to 
Congress at an early date. 


W ashington W ires. 
W a sh in g to n , April 5. — Senator 
Morgan appeared before the Senate 
Commerce Committee this morning 
and vigorously opposed tho confirma­ 
tion of the nomination of Jared L. 
Rathhone as Consul-General at Paris. 
Eleven of the tiiirteen members com­ 
posing the committee wore present 
and after Morgan’s argument a vote 
was taken and nine senators voted for 
a favorable report on the nomination 
and two adversely. 
The President has approved the act 
for tho relief of importers of animals 
for breeding purposes in certain cases. 
The State Department is informed 
that the Venezuelan Government has 
issued a decree placing barbed wire 
on the free list. 
The President has approved au act 
amending the laws relating to the 
Navigation act, to confirm the new 
Madrid location survey, No. 2,889, 
and to provide lor tho issue of the 
patent therefor. 
A joint resolution has passed the 
Senate authorizing the 8ecretary of 
War to receive for instruction at the 
Military Academy at West Point, Jose 
Andres Urteches, of Nicaraugua. 
Representative Cox, Chairman of 
the Democratic Caucus Committee, 
has issued a call or caucus of Demo­ 
cratic members of the House, to be 
held on Saturday evening next, for 
the Durpose of considering the pro­ 
posed admission of now territories 
into the Union. 
It is understood that the reason for 
Riddleberger’s decided opposition to 
the British extradition treaty so often 
manifested, íb due to the amendiueut 
of section four by the Senate. This 
section originally read: Malicious in­ 
injuries to personal property, where­ 
by the life of any person shall be en­ 
dangered, if such

W a sh in g to n , April 5.—General 
Terry was placed on the retired list of 
the army to-day, in accordance with 
the report of the Army-Retiring 
Board, of which General Schofield is 
President. The report was submitted 
by the Secretary of War to the Presi­ 
dent to-day and was immediately ap 
proved.

S an F ra n c isc o , April 5.—To-day’i 
business of the State Prohibition Con­ 
vention was opened with prayer, after 
which L. W. Elliott was elected Vice­ 
President of the Convention. It was 
decided to elect a State Central Com 
luittce, to consist of three members 
each from the toiinties of San Fran­ 
cisco and Los Angeles and two eacli 
from Alameda, Santa Clara, Sacra­ 
mento, Sonoma and Sun Jouquin 
counties. Henry Trench, of San Jose, 
introduced a report of tin; Committee 
on Platform, which was adopted after 
a long debate. It declares that the 
Prohibition party of California is in 
alliance with the Natioual Prohibition 
party, and demands “extinction < f 
manufacture, import, export, trans­ 
port and sale of all intoxicating 
beverages, enforced by effectivo pre­ 
ventive pledges.” 
It concedes the 
right to manufacture for medicinal 
nud mechanical uses, but for no 
other purposes. Tho platform hails 
with pleasure the cultivation oí the 
grape in this State as a most pleasant, 
healthful and remunerative occupa­ 
tion, and indicates that there will 
always be a good market for raisins, 
syrups and canned fruits and fresh 
grapes. “ Bat we denounce the pros­ 
titution of the grape industry to the 
manufacture of wine, brandy or other 
intoxicating liquors.” The platform 
d3( laies that women should have the 
elective franchise, and demands Gov­ 
ernment control of railroads and tele­ 
graphs.

PRINCE BISMARCK DECIDED. 


He Will Resign His Position 
His Policy is Not 
Pursued.

B e rlin , April 5.—The Cologne Ga- 
:ette publishes the following: Great 
excitement prevails in diplomatic cir­ 
cles in Berlin over the possibility of 
tho speedy resignation of Prince Bis­ 
marck, because of the proposed mar­ 
riage of Prince Alexander of Batten- 
berg and Friucees Victoria of Prussia. 
Prince Alexander wishes to ac­ 
company Queen Victoria to Ber­ 
lin as a suitor for the hand of 
tlie Princess. 
The projected mar­ 
riage can only be judged from a pol­ 
itical point of view. On this account 
the marriage is an impossibility. The 
German policy has its root iu the en­ 
deavour to avoid anything that would 
be likely to arouse the slightest in­ 
ducement for suspicion, and in the 
Bulgarian question Germany must, 
in accordance with tue declaration 
made by Prince Bismarck in the 
Reichstag, remain a wholly un­ 
interested party. As long as Bul­ 
garia is in question this course 
of action affords the only means of re­ 
taining tho full confidence of the op­ 
posing governments. That confidence 
would be disturbed in an instant if the 
Czar’s most detested antagonist were 
to become sou-iu-luw of the Emperor 
Frederick. As a German prince, 
Alexander cannot take steps which 
can c/hly be the reverse of beneficial 
to the Fatherland. The intelligence 
of the Prince is so great that it is 
scarcely probable that he will persist 
in a suit which would assuredly cost 
the German people their Chancellor. 
Public opinion in Berlin is emphati­ 
cally in favor of Prince Bismarck. 
THE COURSE OF TRUE LOVK. 
A strong affection has existed be­ 
tween the young couple since Prince 
Alexander’s visit to Berlin iu 1885. 
Tne late Emperor opposed the match, 
but it is believed that Emperor 
Frederick, the Empress and Queen 
Victoria look upon it with favor. 
Prince Bismarck has had a long con­ 
ference with the Empress, and has 
also laid before Emperor Frederick a 
comprehensive statement iu writing 
of the possible consequences of the 
.marriage. The result, according to 
the latest reports, is that the marriage 
has been postponed for the present, 
and that Prince Bismarck retainB his 
position. 
It is íumored here that if Prince 
Bismarck resigns .Count Herbert will 
also resign. 
L o n d o n , April 5.—A dispatch re­ 
ceived here to-night confirms the re­ 
port that Prince Bismarck is about to 
retire from the German Chancellor­ 
ship. 
Court or Com m ission. 
L o n d o n, April 5.—The Balfour bill 
to Expedite business in Irish land 
courts is published. It extends the 
existence of the Land Commission 
another seven years, but deprives ten­ 
ants of applying for a redue ion of 
rent to either a county court or to the 
Land Commission; and also deprives 
them of the right to transfer proceed­ 
ing from a county court to the Land 
Commission. The bill empowere the 
Land Commission, with the consent 
of the Lord Chancellor, to distribute 
at will cases between the Commission 
and the county courts, and on appli­ 
cation und for good cause to transfer 
cases from the Commission to Lite 
courts aud vise versa. 
Angry Anarchist*. 
Paris, April 5.—Five hundred an­ 
archists assembled outside tho Labor 
Bureau to-day to protest againBt the 
registry officers. Speakers reproached 
the workmen with grovelling before a 
general who had been deprived of his 
Illumes. They declared that the peo­ 
ple must cut the throats of the pro­ 
prietors of the registry officers in the 
same way that their fathers had cut 
the throat of a king. The police dis­ 
persed tho meeting, when a riot ap­ 
peared to lie imminent.

London, April 5.—Sir Henry Par­ 
ker, Prime Minfster and Colonial Se­ 
cretary of New South Wales, has sent 
to the Colonial office a dispatch urging 
the Government to negotiate with 
China for tho total suppression of imi- 
gration to Australia.

A SERIOUS LOSS OK LIFE. 


Many Wounded—Scalding Steam 
and ley Waters—Trainmen 
Crushed.

A m k s ih r y , Mass., April 5.—The 
largest fire ever known in this town 
is now raging. The Babcock Carriage 
Company is burned out; also J. H. 
Clark & Co., Walker, Shields & Co.,

Company and nearly a dozen 
dwellings. The fire is spreading and 
threatens destruction to a large 
amount of other property. The loss 
will probably reach several hundred 
thousand dollars. Help has been 
asked from Lawrence, Merrimae, 
Haverhill and New bury port. About 
half the business portion of the town 
was destroyed. 
Over 1,000 people 
are thrown out of employment. The 
total loss is estimated at nearly $1,­ 
000,000. 
C entennial Celebration. 
M a rie tta , O., April 5.—The centen­ 
nial celebration exercises of the settle­ 
ment of Marietta, began to-day with 
the annual meeting of the Slate His­ 
torical aud Archelogical Societies. 
The meeting ojiened with the annual 
address of the president, Hon, T. C. 
Sessions of Columbus, and was fol­ 
lowed by the principal address by 
Judge Cox, of Cincinnati. To-morrow 
morning the society will hold a busi­ 
ness meeting, and Hon. Wm.

P a u l, Minn., April 5.—Special 
dispatch from New Hampton, Iowa 
says: A terrible railroad accident 
occurred about four miles west 
of here on the Milwaukee 
and 
St. 
Paul 
railroad, by 
which 
at least a dozen 
people 
lost 
their lives and from fifteen to twenty 
were injured. The train which left 
Chicago at 11:30 a . m. yesterday and 
was due here at 2:13 this morning, 
passed here nearly on time and when 
about four miles away plunged into a 
a creek, the bridge of which 
was washed out. 
The creek waa 
swollen by the immense amount oí 
water which has been running for the 
past few days, and rising higher 
carried away a portion of the bridge. 
There was nothing to show that there 
was danger ahead and the train 
plunged into the stream while run­ 
ning at full speed. The engine and 
three coaches went into the creek and 
were immediately 
submerged iu 
a torrent of water which over­ 
flowed the banks. A scene of tho 
WILDEST CONFUSION ENSUED, 
And those of the train crew and the 
passengers who escaped death or in­ 
jury were immediately called into 
service to relieve the dr*wning or pin­ 
ioned passengers. It wag with great 
difficulty that the passengers could 
be reached, owing to the rushing of 
the waters through the car windows. 
Those who were rescued from tho 
smoking car, which was almost en­ 
tirely submerged, were taken from 
the car through the windows. Some 
of them were maimed to such an ex­ 
tent that they were powerless to help 
themselves, while others who were 
unhurt were nearly drowned before 
aid could reach them. At 11 a . m. six 
dead bodies bad been taken out from 
the wreck and three more wetb 
known to be under the debris, through 
which the 
WATER WAS MADLY POl'RINU. 
It was stated that the engineer and 
the fireman were instantly killed, or 
were caught in the cab and drowned 
before aid could reach them, but the 
confusion and excitement was so 
great that it was impossible to secure 
reliable information. In addition to 
passengers know n to be killed, fifteen 
or twenty were rescued who are more 
or less seriously injured. A number 
were so dangerously hurt that it is 
feared they cannot possibly recover. 
As socn as a train man eould be 
spared he was dispatched to the next 
station, and a relief train was tele­ 
graphed for from Mason City. Tele- 
l (rams for relief were also sent to 
i Charles City and other near-by 
places. It was not until several hours 
after the accident that a train arrived 
with physicians. 
LATKtt ACCOUNTS. 
C h a rle s C ity , April 5.—The wreck 
on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. 
Paul Railroad somo claim was caused 
by ice on the track, while others 
claim it was caused by the spreading 
of the rails. The engine jumped the 
track first, and the baggage car and 
tender plunged over the engine into 
the water. The smoker struck on 
top of the engine 
and was 
badly smashed. 
The engine is 
entirely under water, and the 
baggage car is almost covered with 
water. There were about thirty peo­ 
ple in the smoker. Four persons were 
killed so far as is known, besides the 
engineer, who was crushed between 
the cab and tiie 8 oker. The fireman 
escaped unhurt. There were about 
twenty-five to thirty wounded, though 
none fatally. The belief is that three 
more bodies are yet under the 
wreck. The baggage-man and route- 
agent escaped through the win­ 
dows without much injury. The 
names of the dead that have 
been learned are as follows: 
W. Anderson, C. f eaiens, J. Daniels, 
James Scagel, engineer, of Mitchell, 
Dak ; Dora Huidecker, a little girl 
about four years old. The names of 
only two of the wounded can be ob­ 
tained, Mr. O. B. Allen and H. Soars, 
both of Nora Springs. A Chicago 
traveling man and a conductor kept 
the passengers quiet until they could 
be helped out. The wounded are 
mostly burned by the escaping steam 
from the engine. The mails and bag­ 
gage are in the river. Three physi­ 
cians from New Hampton and three 
from Charles City are doing all they 
can for the wounded.

FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS. 
A dispatch to the Associated Presa 
from New Hampton, Iowa, nays: The 
train was thrown from the track by a 
block of ice, which the wind and high 
water bad placed there.

Bruises tnd Wounds Found on the 
Body of Dr. Harlan at 
the Autopsy. 


At the convening of court in De­ 
partment No. 1 yesterday morning, 
Attorney Wells requested that Judge 
Cheney would allow the jury to re­ 
tire, as he wished to make a state­ 
ment which it would not be proper 
lor them to hear. Upon an order in 
accordance with the request being 
given, Attorney Wells said: 
In view of the fact, your honor, 
that a statement has gone abroad to 
the effect that Hattie Woolsteen, on 
Sunday last, attempted to commit 
•uicide, I deem it my duty, at her re­ 
quest, to t&ke this opportunity to pub­ 
licly denounce the report, that the 
reporters representing the press of th© 
ciiy may have Miss Woolsteen’s de­ 
nial of the report. She wishes to em­ 
phatically state that she did not make 
inch an attempt, n*itU« wag she 
found in a helpless condition with a 
cord, handkerchief or anything else 
about her neck. The report is utterly 
without foundation, and as it might 
have a tendency to affect the trial by 
throwing an improper light on her 
case, I make this statement. 
The District Attorney replied that 
he knew nothing of the report until 
Wednesday noon. As to its truth he 
did not pretend to say. He had dis­ 
covered one thing, however, which 
he deemed it proper to mention. It 
had been reported that notwithstand­ 
ing the order of the Court excluding 
witnesses, Miss Minnie Woolsteen 
who was a witness in the case, had 
been allowed to occupy the cell with 
Miss Hattie. He had applied to Sher­ 
iff Kays and after informing him that 
Miss Minnie was a witness in the 
case and calling his attention to the 
impropriety, he had promised to not 
allow the thing to occur again. 
Attorney Stephens protested against 
this, applying some very strong 
remarks to the District Attorney. 
He saw no impropriety in the Sheriff 
permitting Miss Minnie to occupy the 
lonely cell with her sister in her 
hours of trial and thought a man who 
had any heart would not make such 
objection. 
The Court stopped further ex­ 
pression 
on 
either 
side by 
stating that he had allowed both sides 
to have ample opportunity to place 
themselves on record in the different 
ntewspapcrs. As for the report of the 
attempt at suicide he could not con­ 
ceive how it could affect the Court, the 
jury, or the trial. As for the witness, 
Miss Minnie Woobteeu, being ex­ 
cluded from her sister’s cell he would 
exonerate the District Attorney from 
all blame by saying that he had heard 
of the action the Sheriff had taken, 
and on his own responsibility had 
ordered that such a thing should not 
be allowed. It was clearly improper 
and unheard uf, and could under no 
circumstances be permitted. It was 
not presumed that there was any col­ 
lusion between the defendant and the 
witness, but this was done to pie- 
vent any probability of such a thing 
JOHN MALCOLM. 
The jury was recalled, and John 
Malcolm being sworn, testified: I re­ 
side in Compton, and am a merchant. 
I remember the fact of tho Barbey 
barn having been burned in October. 
I am the man appointed foreman of 
the coroner’s jury to hold an inquest 
over the body found in the ruins of 
the barn. I found a body in what 
was the northeast corner of the barn. 
It was badly burned, the limbs being 
nearly burned off. It was lying face 
down*and the clothes under tlie body 
were not burned. We picked up the 
clothing, and in one of the pockets 
discovered a letter. We also found a 
collar and a sleeve button. The head 
was badly burned, but had not crum­ 
bled to pieces at tlie time it was lit st 
discovered. I no iced a hole in the 
skull about the size of my little fin­ 
ger. (Articles exhibited and identi­ 
fied.) 
Cross examination: The first thing 
the jury did was to examine the tody. 
We carefully examined the upper part 
of the remains before we disturbed it. 
I inserted my finger in the hole in the 
skull. When we turned the body 
over that side of the head crumbled 
away together with a considerable 
portion uf the body. I think tlie 
flesh of the body and that of the ex­ 
tremities was connected underneath 
by the skin. I saw the reraaius next 
day in a box at Lyman’s harness shop 
at Compton.DR. J. M. DOWNS, 
Of Compton, being called, testified: 
I made a post-mortem examination on 
a body found in the remains of the 
Barbey barn, on the 8th of October, 
1837. In company with several parties 
I went to II. Lyman’s harness shop, 
where 1 found the charred remains of 
a body in a box. The extremities 
were burned off, the back burned and 
the sides and top of the bead charred 
to a crisp. On the breast I discovered 
a cut apparently made by a sharp in 
strument. It was on the right side of 
the breast, commencing near tlie 
clavicle ami extending down about 
six inches. 
There were several 
bruises on the chest and right arm. I 
am of the opinion that the brnices 
were inflicted beforo death; iu fact, 
they could not have been made 
after, a*» the blood was coagulated and 
clotted, which could not happen after 
death, as there would be no circula­ 
tion. In the brain I discovered much 
clotted blood. The bruises on the 
right breast were such as would or 
could have been made by a blunt in­ 
strument, such as a hammer or such 
article. I noticed the jaws, and that 
two or three teeth were gone. Two, I 
think, on the left side and one on the 
right were absent. 
Cross-examination : Blood w ill not 
localize after death, because the circu­ 
lation is stopped. The bruises were 
all about the same size, perhaps an 
inch in circumference. 
The entire 
remains were cooked, no part being 
in a natural state. 


might have been caused by a bul­ 
let having entered through the 
portions of 
the 
head 
burned 
away. I discovered several bruises 
on the chest and on the right 
arm. They must have been inflicted 
before or very soon after death. After 
death takes Diace there is no circula­ 
tion, hence there could be no deposit 
of blood. There was also a cut 
on the breast about six inches in 
length. I cannot account for the cut, 
the clothes covering the wound being 
undisturbed. From my examinaiion 
of the remains I would say tho body 
had not been long dead. At the Cor­ 
oner’s inquest 1 observed that the 
body lay somewhat on the right aide, 
face downward, the left arm extended 
over the head and the left arm under 
the body. I drew from this the con­ 
clusion that while yet limp and pli­ 
able the body had been dragged into 
the barn by the left arm, dropped and 
allowed to remain. From this posi­ 
tion I am of the opinion it had been 
alive directly before the barn was 
burned. 
Cross-examination: I have prac 
ticed medicine and surgery for twen­ 
ty-five years. The bruises on tho 
breast did not appear to be deep but 
that on tho arm was. It would have 
required a very heavy blow with a 
heavy hard instrument to inflict such 
a wound. The bruises must have 
been inflicted shortly before the burn- 
ingj I examined the moustache to see 
if I could gain some information by 
which the remains might be identi­ 
fied, but they were so burned I could 
pot even ascertain the color. 
WM. CHICK 
Testified: I reside iu Los Angeles 
and am in the livery business on 
Fifth street, between Spring and Fort 
streets. I know Mies Hattie Wool­ 
steen. The lady hired a buggy from 
me on the evening of the Gth of Oc­ 
tober. She came to my stable and 
asked me if she could get a buggy and 
horse for the evening. She asked me 
what kind of a horse I was going to 
give her. I told her a black one. 
She replied, “ 1 guess it is the same 
one I had before.” 1 fold Her I did 
not know. She asked what kind of a 
buggy 1 had for Ler, and L told her a 
piano box. I then had tlie hors»* 
hitched up and she drove off toward 
Fort street. She said she wanted the 
horse a c-»uple of hours. I saw noth 
ing of the lady until 6:30 a . m 
next day. I was standing at the 
Eureka stable when she drove up 
to my stables aud dismounted!. 
Some two we.ks afterward I discover­ 
ed that a piece of the lining of the 
back curtain had been cut out. (Cur­ 
tain offered in evidence and identi­ 
fied.) If the top had been thrown 
back the point where the lining was 
cut out would be iu the center of a 
pouch or fold which would be formed 
by the slack in the curtain. 
Cross-examined : It was about two 
weeks after Miss Woolsteen hired the 
buggy that my attention was called to 
the hole cut in the curtain. The bug­ 
gy was at a shop for repairs when 
Cliief Darcy and Dis'rict Attorney Du 
Puy called my attention to the cur­ 
tain. I met Darcy on the street and 
he asked me if there was a hole cut 
in th* curtain. I told him I had not 
noticed one. When it was sent home 
I examined it and found it as it now 
is. I saw nothing wrong with the 
buggy when it was returned, bu1 I 
paid no attention to it. The hole in 
the curtain could easily ha'*e been 
there aud I not notice it. I don’t 
think the buggy washer would have 
noticed it either. 
ROBERT A. LING. 
Testified: 
I knew Dr. Harlan 
in his life time. 
I last saw 
him on the 6th day of October, 
between 4 and 5 o’clock in tlie after­ 
noon. I am a Notary Public and 
attorney. He and his wife came to 
my office to secure my services to 
draw up a bond fora deed for two lots 
in Whittier. The deed was made to 
Miss Hattie Woolsteen. He was in 


A ffterneon S ciaio n . 
The first witness called in the after­ 
noon was Dr. W. H. Whaley, who 
testified: I am a practicing physician, 
and reside at Oarvanza at present. I 
assisted in holding a post-mortem ex­ 
amination on a body at Comptou on 
the 8th of October, 1S87. The body 
was badly burned and charred. The 
entire top of the head was bnrned 
away. The lower part of the brain 1 
found intact. The teeth were well 
preserved. 
I examined the head 
carefully to ascertain whether or not 
thero was some indication of a ballet 
having penetrated the head. I found 
chatted blood in the brain and it

I exam­ 
ined Mrs. liarland apart from her 
husband, in accordance with the usual 
form, and she told me Dr. Harlan was 
her husband., I see from my book 
that ou September 10,1887, I took Mr. 
aud Mrs. Harlan’s acknowledgment of 
a deed lo Mr. C M. Font. From Dr. 
Harlan’s conversation I inferred that 
Miss Woolsteen was a Indy living in 
the East, having means. 
J . F. BURNS 
Testified: I reside in Los Angeles. 
Am acquainted with Dr. Harlan. I 
have seen Miss Woolsteen. I saw the 
Doctor and tlie lady referred to walk­ 
ing north on Spring street about 6 
o’clock in the evening on the 6th day 
of October, 1887. I would not swear 
positively that the lady is the prisoner, 
but I think she is. * 
E. BUI!MAN 
Testified : 1 reside at No. 18 Ingraham 
street between Seventh and Olive. I 
knew Dr. Harlan in his life time, I 
saw him some time in tlie early part 
of October, driving west on Seventh 
street, I heard that a body was found 
in a bam that had been burned on 
Monday after I saw the Doctor, I 
think it was Wednesday or Friday 
that I saw the Doctor last. When he 
?ot near the Episcopal parsonage the 
loctor stopped his horse, got out of the 
buggy and standing with one foot on 
the step, waved his whip to some one 
on the hill, I looked in that direction 
and saw a lady coming. The lady 
approached got in the buggy and 
Ha* lan also took a seat and they 
drove off toward the west. It was 
twilight and I conld not see the lady’s 
face.Cross examination: Tho lady wore 
a straw hat turned up. There were 
no houses on the hill where the ladv 
came from, it was ou the Wednesday, 
Thursday or Friday before I heard of 
his death on Monday that I saw the 
Doctor. The hat the lady wore was 
turned up all around, I don’t know 
what you call that kind cf a hat. I 
think it, was about half past five when 
1 saw them drive away on Seventh 
street. 
W. L. JORDAN 
Testified: I reside near the corner of 
Seventh and Pearl streets. I knew 
Dr. Harlan. I saw him last on the 
evening of the 5th or GLh of October. 
The Doctor drove up to my place on 
•he evening referred to and called me 
out. He was in a buggy in company 
with a ladv.

days. 
H e means, that onr financial 
syste m would thereby be reduced to a 
single silver standard. 
Senator Sher­ 
man wants to am end the Beck bill by

silver coin, and wants to lim it the 
silver coinage to $2,000,000 per month- 
In referring to the prevailing contrac­ 
tion of the currency, and the menace 
to th e business of the country result­ 
ing therefrom , the Senator from Ohio 
lays th e blame at the door of the pres- 
sent Administration, because the sur­ 
plus has not been used to buy u p bonds 
as exorbitant prem ium.

Attention to the fact that the Demo­ 
crats in th e House, by not allowing 
N ational Banks to issue bills to the 
fall face value of their deposited 
bonds, have caused a contraction in

Cold, callous and cühiilng old John 
Sherm an, ih every word he utters is 
earnest in the defe se of bondholders, 
mono plies and of any and all institu­ 
tions based on laws which discrimin­ 
ate against the interests of the people 
and favor some clique. 
W hile talking 
a s above, he professes to be the friend 
of silver. 
His political ally, Senator 
Allison, of Iowa, very promptly took 
issue with the demonetizer of silver. 
Mr. Allison represents an ag ricultural 
State, his clients aro borrowers of 
money, which they use in the devel­ 
opment of the large areas of the West, 
in building rail roods, to wnaand cities. 
H e knows the dire distress produced 
in all the West and South by fifenator 
Sherm an’s anti-silver policy. 
Well informed people 
somqjimes 
allow themselves to fall into the error 
of supposing that this silver question 
is one w hich concerns only a few 
miners on the Pacific Coset. 
It is a 
m atter of much more general interest. 
The currency difficulty is one which 
the stoppage of the surplus will only 
am eliorate, but oven that will not suf­ 
ficiently 
increase 
the present in­ 
adequate supply of money which 
is acting as a very serious obstacle to 
progress in the various industries of 
the country. This contraction of the 
currency began in 1873, when silver 
was demonetized. The supply of cir­ 
culating medium was too small before 
that date. 
At the close of the war 
the currency which had served for 
the business of the North was extend­ 
ed to do also that of the South.

Enquiry iuto the San Fer­ 
nando Disaster

Inquiries at the Sisters’ Hospital 
yesterday regarding the saflerersfrom 
the San Fernando wreck elicited the 
fact th at they were all doing as well 
as can be expected. 
Luna’s injuries 
are the most serious, as he is hurt in­ 
ternally, having been canght by one 
of the broken seats of the work train. 
Gregorio will not be able to move 
about for a long tim e to come as his 
thigh is badly crushed and fractured 
in two {daces. 
Fitzgerald is resting 
easily and will be out of bod in t wo or 
three weeks. 
Dorman, the fireman 
who pluckily brought engine No. 195 
to a standstill, is still at the Southern 
H otel, Newhall, and will remain there 
UDtil it is possible to remove him to 
H.he hospital. 
The rem ains of Engineer Wester- 
ficld were interred yesterday at the 
Rosed ale Cemetery. 
The 
funeral 
•cortege formed at his late residence, 
No. 12 Adobe street, and all of the 
Brotherhood men whose duties would 
perm it were in attendance. 
Brooks 
will be buried to-day in the Evergreen 
Cemetery, the hearse leaving G arrett 
& Neitzke’s undertaking rooms at 
10 A. M. 
« 
A large gang of men is at work at 
the wreck, and the track will be in 
its usual condition in two or three 
days. 
Traffic is no', at all im peded 
by the catastrophe, the subsidiary 
track answering adm irably the pur­ 
poses required. 
THE (NQl'EST. 
At 7 o’clock last evening Coroner 
M eredith commenced his investiga­ 
tion iuto th e cause of the disaster. 
A 
num ber of wituesses were on haud, 
aud the following evidence was elic­ 
ited: 
Jam es Mack in was sworn and testi­ 
fied: “ I reside in Los Angeles. 
I am 
a locomotive engineer by occupation. 
I work for the K juthern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company. 
Oa the afternoon of 
the 3rd of April I arrived at San F er­ 
nando with my engine. 
1 came Irom 
the west. 
I got orders to get my 
engine ready and help train No. 24 
west from Sau Fernando, t got ready, 
and we left San Fernando at about 
5 :30 p. m. We followed the Santa B ar­ 
bara passenger train west. 
We got 
up to a whistling post th at was about 
two miles aud a half from San Fer­ 
nando. 
I blew a long signal whistle 
for the crossing. 
1 knew the work 
train was 
at 
the 
tumiel, 
and 
I 
wanted 
them 
to 
hear ' us 
coming, and did not want to be held 
by the work train, as it would prevent 
us from getting to Newhall ahead of 
train No. 19. 
We had fifty minutes to 
fot from San Fernando to Newhall. 
‘he only order we had was against 
freight train No. 21 to Saugus. 
Train 
No. 19 was said to be on time. 
Trains 
are supposed to be on time unless we 
get orders against them . 1 think traiu 
No. 24 was about three h ju rs late 
leaving San Fernando. 
We had no 
orders against the work train. I knew 
it was there, and th at is the reason I 
blew a long whistle to uotify them 
we were coining. The work train is 
supposed to take the sidetrack for all 
regular trains if on tim e, aud protect 
itself against all extras and late trains 
with a flag. To protect with a flag is 
to Bend a m an ahead in either direc­ 
tion with a red flag to signal any ad 
vancing trains. 
After blowing the 
whistle we started around the curve, 
a d the first thing I saw was a pas­ 
senger coach comiug toward us, and 
men jum ping from it in all directions. 
1 got up ami blew the w histle for 
brakes, and then stepped out of the 
front window on to the lunning-board, 
intending to jump. 
About that lime 
something hit me in the back like a 
thonsaud-pound sledgs. 
I think it 
was the tender of my engine. 
I was 
kuocked from the 
engine to the 
ground and was insensible for proba­ 
bly five minutes. 
W hen I recovered 
consciousness I found the water from 
th e tender of my engine running over 
me. 
Ttie steam was escaping fro* 
the 
engine. 
I 
scram bled 
up 
the bauk, 
and 
when 
some 
of 
the 
other 
men 
called 
to me 
to help to get the dead and injured out 
of the wreck, I answered th a t 1 was 
too badly h u rt myself to be of any 
service. I was bruised very badly 
about the back 
I went toa fire which 
had been lightoJ and dried myself. 
A t the fire I heard one of the men 
from the work train say th at it was 
carelessness on the part of the con­ 
ductor of the work train to start out 
- without flagging ahead. There was no 
telegraph station at the plaee where 
the oouatruction train was at work. 
It is against all known rules of rail­ 
roading for a work traiu to proceed in 
the m anner this one did. I t should 
havo fom e clown cautiously, protected 
with a flag sent out ahead. 
The en­ 
gineer and conductor of a train are 
equally responsible for the safety of a 
train. 
I afterwards heard Borne of the 
m en on the work traiu say th at they 
were told by the Santa Barbara train, 
which preceded us, that it had passed 
our train, No. 24, at San Fernando. 
I did not see the engine of the con­ 
struction train. I only saw the pass­ 
enger ear, in advance of it, coming 
towards us a few seconds before the 
collision. 
I have been a locomotive 
engineer for about fifteen or sixteen 
years.” 
J. L. Butts was sworn and testi­ 
fied as follows: 
*T reside in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
I have been hereabout five 
m onths. 
I am a m achinist by trade 
I have been following railroading for 
Borne tim e. I have been tiring an en­ 
gine on the Southern Pacific. The 
day before yeafc rday I left Los An­ 
geles on engine No 62, with Engineer 
Jake Feuzele, pulling freight t-aiu 
No. 24, to go to Sumner. 
We went to 
San Fernando and waited for an en­ 
gine to help us up the grade to Lan­ 
caster Station. 
We got th e engine 
and left San Fernando following the 
Santa Barbara passenger train. We 
left San Fernando a short tim e after 
the passenger train. We got as far as 
the second curve, where we collided 
with the work train 
A few seconds 
before we collided I heard Engineer 
Mackin on 
the 
front 
engine, 
our 
helper, 
blow 
a 
peculiar 
whistle 
I 
was 
about 
to 
re­ 
m ark 
something 
about it to my 
engineer, when I saw him leave the 
engine. 
Thinking something must 
be wrong I followed him. 
I escaped 
just in tim e. The engines came fco- 
gethor and I saw the cars piling over 
one another. 
W hen the crash was 
‘over I went back to my engine and 
' } ftp fc e and then went to the 


rjlief of my engineer, who was under 
a box-car a few lengths away. I after­ 
ward saw the body of Firem an Brooks, 
of the front eugine, taken from the 


W H arry Lewis wa3 the next witness 
and gave the following testim ony: “ I 
reside in Los Angeles. 
I am a brake- 
man by occupation. 
I woik for the 
Southern Pacific. Last Tuesday I was 
at work on the work train at San to r­ 
nando tunnel. 
At about 5:30 p . m. 
we started to return to San Fernando. 
While we were at the tunnel the 
Santa Barbara train met us and Mr. 
W ester field, the ¡engineer of the work 
train, told me to ask the engineer of 
the passenger train when he passed 
traiu No. 24. 
I called to the passen­ 
ger engineer and asked him where 
“ 24” was, and he shook his head. I 
think he did not hear me. 
I had the 
switch unlocked. 
It was still thrown 
for the main line. 
I asked the con­ 
ductor of the work train if he was go­ 
ing 
to 
go 
and 
he 
gave 
the 
signal to the engineer to back up. 
After we pulled off the sidetrack I 
asked the conductor in regard to “ 24,” 
and he said “ 24” could not have left 
San Fernando for at least ten minutes 
after the passenger train and that 
wonld give us time to make the 
Straight track 
beyond 
the curves 
where, if we saw “ 24” coming, we 
could run back to the tunnel again 
and sidetrack. We started to do this. 
The other brnkeman and myself got 
out on the rear end of the passenger 
car used by the work train. 
We were 
running between ten and fifteen miles 
per hour and when arriving near a 
sharp curve I heard my brother say, 
“ Ju m p !” I looked up and saw trainNo. 
24 coming. 
I gave a signal to our en­ 
gineer to stop. I felt our train slacken 
in its speed, and I think he reversed 
the engine. 
I then jumped. 
I after­ 
ward looked aud saw our train going 
back toward the tunnel again. 
I 
started to assist those who were in 
the wreck. 
I built a fire and then 
w ent to wh re our train stopped. 
It 
was about a mile from where the 
trains collided, and I saw the en­ 
gineer lying on the ground dead. 
I 
was told that he had been found on 
the engioe dead. The conductor of 
the work train had told me that day 
that our working orders were between 
San Fernando and Newhall. I under­ 
stand the orders are to keep flags out 
all the time. 
W hen the conductor of 
a working train is running on flag­ 
ging orders, ho is supposed to keep a 
flag out in bo h directions. In ap- 
approaching obscure places on the 
track it is the duty of the conductor 
to stop the train and send a flagman 
ahead to protect the train. 
From the 
time we left the sidetrack to the time 
of the collision we had not sent a flag­ 
man out.” 
Edward Lewis was the next wit­ 
ness. 
He said: “ I reside at, Los An­ 
geles, and am a brakeman by occupa­ 
tion. 
Last Tuesday I was with the 
work train at San Fernando tunnel, 
and was engaged all day in flagging. 
About 0:45 i\ m. my train was on the 
side track at the tunnel. 
W hen the 
Santa Barbara passenger train passed 
by I heard the conductor of our train 
calling to some of the passenger train 
men to know when they had passed 
train No. 24, but did not get any an­ 
swer. 
Conductor Upson then told 
pie to throw the switch aud I did so, 
aud our train backed out. 
1 closed 
the switch after it and ran and got on 
the coach, I got on the rear platform, 
and the train then started for San 
Fernando. 
I set up tho brake a little 
bit so as to hold th e train, as it 
is down 
grade. 
W hen 
we 
got 
from tho side track, I set the brake 
tighter, as I thought the train was 
going too fast. 
I think it was run­ 
ning between 
fifteen and eighteen 
miles per hour. 
Shortly after I let 
the brake off as the Iraiu had slowed 
up, I looked up and saw train 24 com­ 
ing around the curve. 
I told my 
brother to jum p, and I jum ped too. 
The two trains went together. 
I saw 
the cars of “ 24” piling over one 
another, and I then started back down 
the track and met Conductor Jones of 
train No. 24, and we commenced 
assisting the wounded to get out of 
the wreck. 
After we got them out we 
helped the wounded to the caboose of 
train 25. 
I afterward went with them 
to San Fernando. 
I saw the bodies 
of the two dead men at San Fernando 
the next m orning.” 
D. J. .Iones, the conductor of No. 
24, was next called and testified as 
follows: 
“ I reside in Los Angeles. I 
am a brakem an and e x tr; conductor 
for the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Compauy. I have worked at railroad­ 
ing for twelve or thirteen years. Lost. 
Tuesday I started from Los Angeles 
bound for Mojave at 1 : 0 in the 
afternoon. 
We arrived at Sun Fer­ 
nando and were delayed there until 
5:40 f. m.| waiting for a helping en­ 
gine. 
We left San Fernando at 5 :40 
and got about four miles west of there 
when we mot the work-train. 
My 
train and the work-train collided. 
1 
was in the cupola of the caboose of 
my train at the time of the collision. 
I did not see the work train, but 
about a second before they h it us I 
saw steam over the hill ahead of my 
train. 
After the collision I went to 
the head end of my train, and as­ 
sisted in getting out the wounded. I 
found Firem an Brooks dead. 
I then 
took a hand-car and went to San 
Fernando aud reported the wreck. 
W hen wo left San Fernando we left 
regardless of No. 21. 
I expected to 
run to Newhall, as 
I had foity 
minutes to make the run against train 
No. 19, which was on tim e. 
When 
we do not got orders against work 
train, 
we 
ar>< 
not 
supposed 
to 
know where 
the 
work 
train 
Í9, and if there is a work train at 
work along the track it is supposed to 
protect itself by fligmen going ahoad 
with a flag to flag all trains approach­ 
ing it from . both directions. 
I heard 
a short whistle blow for brakes about 
the time the trains hit. 
There being no farther wituesses 
present and it being desired to give 
Conductor Upson, against whom the 
testimony was rather damaging, a 
chance to testify for himself, a recess 
was taken at 10:15 r. m. until Monday 
next, a t 1 0 a . m.
